THE  TRIAL  OF  THE  PYX

Since  the  introduction  of  the  penny  in  the  second  half  of  the  eighth  century  A.D.  the  coins 
of  this  country  have  conformed  to  standards  of  weight  and  fineness  prescribed  by  Royal  authority. 
As  all  payments,  whether  for  domestic  purposes  or  for  goods  purchased  from  abroad,  were  for 
some  hundreds  of  years  made  only  in  coin,  it  was  necessary  that  the  coins  should  possess  an  intrinsic 
value  related  to  their  face  value.  Coins  as  then  understood  were  pieces  of  precious  metal  of  which 
the  weight  and  fineness  w'ere  certified  by  the  integrity  of  designs  impressed  upon  the  surfaces  of  the 
metal.  The  penny  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  kings  was  a  silver  coin  having  a  theoretical  standard  fineness 
of  92.5  per  cent  and  a  standard  weight  of  1/„40  th  of  the  fluctuating  Saxon  pound  with  a  norm  of 
5400  grains.  With  the  imperfect  methods  then  in  use  it  was  natural  that  individual  coins  would 
vary  appreciably  from  the  standards  of  weight  and  fineness,  but  from  coins  which  have  survived 
it  is  apparent  that  close  approximation  to  the  standards  was  generally  maintained.  The  maintenance 
of  the  prescribed  weight  and  fineness  of  the  coins  was  of  course  essential  to  their  purpose,  for  any 
unauthorised  reduction  in  their  weight  or  adulteration  of  their  composition  would  have  impaired 
or  even  destroyed  their  value  as  a  medium  of  exchange  and  so  dislocated  all  trading  and  business 
activities.  It  was  therefore  recognised  at  a  very  early  date  that  measures  should  be  in  force  to  protect 
the  coin  as  far  as  possible  from  debasement  by  those  entrusted  with  its  manufacture  and  from 
adulteration  by  counterfeiters. 

In  the  early  days  of  the  Anglo-Saxons,  coins  were  struck  only  in  the  chief  places  of  the  Heptar- 
chic  kingdoms  and  the  moneyers,  who,  as  men  skilled  in  the  art  of  alloying  and  fashioning  precious 
metals,  were  deputed  to  make  the  coins  no  doubt  worked  within  the  circle  of  the  royal  courts.  They 
were  thus  always  under  close  supervision  and  this  fact  combined  with  the  communal  conditions 
under  which  they  lived  offered  little  incentive  for  them  to  secure  private  profit  by  debasing  the 
coins  either  in  weight  or  fineness.  Nevertheless,  as  an  additional  security  each  moneyer  was  supplied 
with  and  was  required  to  strike  his  coins  from  dies  bearing  his  name,  as  evidence  of  his  respon¬ 
sibility  for  the  weight  and  fineness  of  the  coins  emanating  from  his  workshop. 

Following  the  disappearance  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  kingdoms  under  the  expansion  of  Wessex 
into  the  kingdom  of  England,  mints  were  established  in  many  parts  of  the  country  and  being  thus 
remote  from  central  control  the  less  scrupulous  moneyers  were  provided  with  opportunities  of 
enriching  themselves  by  coining  below  the  prescribed  standards  of  weight  and  fineness.  King 
Athelstan  therefore  made  the  following  laws  amongst  those  issued  at  Grateley  about  927  A.D.: 
14.  Concerning  moneyers — that  there  is  to  be  one  coinage  over  all  the  king’s  dominion  and 
no  one  is  to  mint  money  except  in  a  market  town. 

14.1.  And  if  a  moneyer  is  convicted  the  hand  with  which  he  committed  the  crime  is  to  be  struck 
off  and  put  up  on  the  mint. 

During  the  reign  of  Ethelred  the  growing  wealth  of  England  attracted  the  Scandinavian 
adventurers  and  in  the  course  of  various  invasions  of  England  the  Danes  extorted  no  less  a  sum 
than  one  hundred  and  sixty  seven  thousand  pounds  i.e.  over  forty  million  pennies.  To  meet  these 
immense  payments  and  the  growing  demand  for  coin  at  home  it  was  not  surprising  that  500  mon¬ 
eyers  were  striking  coins  at  some  80  places.  As  a  deterrent  to  dishonesty  amongst  this  large  number 
of  moneyers  the  penalty  for  minting  debased  coin  was  increased  to  death  as  provided  in  Ethclred’s 
Code  issued  at  Wantage  about  the  year  997  A.D. 

8.  And  every  moneyer  who  is  accused  of  coining  false  money,  since  it  was  forbidden,  is  to  go 
to  the  three-fold  ordeal;  if  he  is  proved  guilty  he  is  to  be  slain. 

Amongst  the  earliest  laws  of  Cnut  (before  1023)  are  the  following: — 

“8.1.  And  he  who  after  this  coins  false  money  is  to  forfeit  the  hand  with  which  he  coined  the 
false  money  and  he  is  not  to  redeem  it  at  any  price,  neither  with  gold  nor  with  silver. 

8.2.  And  if  the  reeve  is  accused  that  it  was  with  his  permission  that  he  coined  the  false  money, 
he  is  to  clear  himself  with  the  three  fold  process  of  exculpation;  and  if  this  exculpation  tails  he 
is  to  incur  the  same  sentence  as  he  who  coined  the  false  money.’’' 
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From  the  second  of  these  two  laws  it  would  appear  that  by  this  time,  i.e.  c.  1020  A.D.,  the 
reeve  was  deputed  to  exercise  some  degree  of  supervision  over  the  moneyers  within  his  jurisdiction 
although  it  is  clear  that  this  supervision  was  not  of  such  a  nature  as  to  divest  the  moneyer  of  the 
latter’s  responsibility  for  maintaining  the  prescribed  weight  and  fineness  of  the  coins.  The  position 
before  the  Norman  Conquest  was,  therefore,  that  while  the  weight  and  fineness  of  the  silver  coins 
was  prescribed  by  law  the  moneyer  alone  was  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of  ensuring  that 
the  standard  was  maintained  and  the  severity  of  the  law  was  the  only  safeguard  against  any  wilful 
disregard  of  these  standards. 

By  the  time  of  the  Domesday  survey,  however,  an  independent  check  of  the  coins  was  coming 
into  operation  in  so  far  as  coin  was  received  at  the  Royal  Treasury  in  payment  of  taxes.  The  cir¬ 
cumstances  which  brought  about  this  change  are  described  as  follows  in  the  Dialogus  de  Scaccario 
compiled  about  1178  by  Richard,  Son  of  Nigel,  Treasurer  of  England  and  Bishop  of  London: — 
“As  it  has  been  handed  down  to  us  by  our  fathers,  in  the  early  state  of  the  kingdom  after 
the  Conquest  the  kings  received  from  their  manors  not  sums  of  gold  or  silver  but  only  payments 
in  kind  which  supplied  the  necessaries  for  the  daily  use  of  the  king’s  household.  And  the 
officials  appointed  for  the  business  knew  how  much  was  due  from  each  manor.  Besides  this, 
counted  money  came  in  from  the  pleas  of  the  kingdom  and  from  payments  by  agreement  and 
from  the  cities  and  castles  where  husbandry  was  not  employed;  and  this  was  used  for  the 
knights’  pay  and  for  presents  to  them  and  for  other  necessary  purposes.  This  practice  then

prevailed  during  the  whole  reign  of  king  William  I  and  down  to  the  time  of  king  Henry  his 
son;  so  that  I  have  myself  seen  people  who  have  seen  provisions  brought  up  to  the  court  at 
appointed  times  from  the  king’s  manors;  and  the  officials  of  the  king’s  household  knew  pre¬ 
cisely  from  which  counties  wheat  was  due,  and  from  which  various  kinds  of  fleshmeat  and 
horses’  forage  and  other  requisites.  Now  when  these  were  paid  according  to  the  appointed 
manner  of  each  thing,  the  king’s  officials  reckoned  them  to  the  sheriff,  reducing  them  to  a 


sum  of  money,  as  for  a  measure  of  wheat  for  bread  for  100  men . Is. 

for  the  carcase  of  a  grass-fed  ox . Is. 

for  a  ram  or  ewe . 4  d. 

for  provender  for  20  horses . 4  d. 


But  as  time  went  on,  when  king  Henry  was  engaged  abroad  or  in  remote  parts  of  the  country 
in  putting  down  rebellion,  it  became  necessary  that  he  should  have  a  sum  necessary  for  his  expen¬ 
diture  in  counted  money.  And  at  the  same  time  there  poured  into  the  king’s  court  a  complaining 
crowd  of  husbandmen,  or — what  was  more  disagreeable  to  him — often  met  him  as  he  passed  by, 
holding  up  their  ploughshares  as  a  sign  of  the  decay  of  agriculture.  So  the  king,  moved  by  their 
complaints,  acting  on  the  advice  of  his  councillors,  sent  through  the  kingdom  men  whom  he  knew 
to  be  wise  and  fitted  for  the  purpose,  in  order  that  they  might  go  round  and  inspect  each  manor 
with  their  own  eyes,  and  then,  when  they  had  made  a  valuation  of  the  payments  in  kind,  reduce 
them  to  a  sum  of  money.  And  they  decided  that  the  sheriff  of  the  county  should  be  responsible 
at  the  Exchequer  for  the  total  of  these  amounts;  with  this  new  provision,  that  he  should  pay  at  a 
rate  (ad  scalam) ,  that  is  6  d.  for  every  counted  pound.  For  they  thought  that  in  course  of  time  it 
might  well  happen  that  money  which  was  once  good  might  deteriorate  (by  use).  Nor  were  they 
deceived.  In  fact  they  were  compelled  to  require  that  the  farm  of  the  manors  should  be  paid  not 
only  at  a  rate  .but  by  weight  (ad  pensum),  which  could  not  be  done  except  by  adding  a  good  deal. 
This  rule  of  payment  was  maintained  at  the  Exchequer  for  several  years,  so  that  you  will  often 
find  in  the  old  yearly  rolls  of  that  king  the  words  ‘7//  fbesauro  C.  libras  ad  scalam ’  or  ‘ in  thesanro  C. 
libras  ad pensum” . 

The  requirement  to  pay  ad  scalam  or  ad  pensum  derived  from  the  fact  that  after  the  Norman 
Conquest  the  pound  weight  of  silver  and  the  pound  of  money  were  intended  to  be  the  same  and 
that  the  pound  of  silver  should  be  minted  into  240  pennies.  The  primitive  method  of  coining  under 
which  the  “blanks”  were  cut  by  hand  from  a  sheet  of  metal  could  not  produce  coins  of  a  uniform 
weight.  Some  coins  were  therefore  lighter  than  standard  and  some  heavier  but  on  average  240  new 
coins  weighed  one  pound.  A  payment  of  one  pound  meant  therefore  a  payment  by  weight  of  silver 
pennies. 
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The  method  of  paying  ad  scalam  and  ad  pension  is  described  by  Madox  in  his  “History  of  the 
Exchequer”  as  follows:— 

“In  the  most  ancient  times  next  after  the  Norman  Conquest  payments  at  the  Exchequer 
were  made  ad  scalam  and  ad  pension  ;  and  in  blank  silver  and  money  numero,  or  by  tale.  I  will 
here  first  set  down  a  conjectural  explanation  of  this  matter;  and  afterwards  will  recite  some 
records  and  memorials  tending  to  illustrate  or  confirm  it.  The  payment  ad  scalam  was  payment 
by  weight;  and  so  was  the  payment  ad pensum.  When  money  was  paid  by  weight  and  the  King’s 
officers  accepted  6  d.  over  and  above  each  pound  or  20  s.  of  silver  paid  in,  it  was  called  payment 
ad  scalam.  This  kind  of  payment  was  very  ancient.  And  in  those  early  times,  when  there  was 
but  little  of  the  silver  species  running,  and  the  arts  of  depraving  it  were  not  yet  invented,  it  was 
thought  sufficient  that  6  d.  advance  should  be  paid  for  every  pound  or  20  s.  to  make  good 
the  weight.  This  6  d.  per  pound  seems  to  have  been  of  the  like  nature  with  the  Trebuchet  used 
in  France,  that  is  vantage-money,  or  so  much  added  to  turn  the  scale.  When  payment  was  made 
ad  pensum  the  person  paying  was  to  make  good  the  deficiency  of  weight  though  it  was  more 
than  6  d.  per  20  s.  But  in  regard  money  paid  in  by  the  King’s  Fermers  might  happen  to  be 
deficient  in  Fineness  as  well  as  Weight  it  was  found  necessary  to  use  another  Method  of  Trial 
in  Payments  and  that  was  by  Combustion,  or  melting-down  Part  of  the  Money  paid  in  and 
reducing  it  to  Vessel  or  Plate  of  the  due  Fineness.  The  Payment  by  Combustion  was  two  fold, 
real  and  nominal:  real,  when  a  Sample  of  the  Ferm  paid — was  put  into  the  Furnace  and  melted: 
nominal,  when  a  twentieth  Part  or  1/ — •  per  xx’s  was  paid  and  accepted  in  Lieu  of  actual  Com¬ 
bustion:  this  latter  seems  to  have  been  admitted  to  prevent  the  Trouble,  Charge  and  Incon¬ 
venience  of  actual  Combustion.  When  the  Ferm  paid  in  was  melted  down,  or  the  Supplement 
made  by  adding  Is.  to  each  xx’s  the  Ferm  was  said  to  be  dealbated  or  blanched.  As  suppose  a 
Ferm  of  Cl  was  paid  into  the  Exchequer;  after  the  Combustion  it  was  said  to  be  Cl  blank. 
Nevertheless,  it  is  (I  conceive)  to  be  understood,  that  in  some  particular  Ferms,  if  there  was 
Cause,  namely,  if  the  Ferm  paid  in  happened  to  be  of  baser  Alloy  than  ordinary,  the  King’s 
Officers  at  the  Exchequer  required  more  than  Is.  per  xx’s  for  Combustion  money.  The  Payment 
made  numero,  or  by  Tale,  needs  no  Explication;  it  being  according  to  modern  usage.  What 
I  have  said  agrees  in  some  measure  with  the  Account,  given  by  a  late  worthy  Author  of  the 
Payment  ad  scalam  and  ad  pension.  (A  Short  Treatise  touching  Sheriffs  Accounts — by  Sir  Matthew 
Hale).  He  saith,  the  solittio  ad  scalam ,  was  by  paying  Sixpence  per  Pound  with  every  Pound  paid 
in  by  Tale  ‘And  this  is’  saith  he  ‘the  Meaning  of  that  frequent  Expression  in  the  ancient  Pipe- 
rolls,  In  thesanro  Cl  ad  scalam  ;  which  seems  to  be  one  hundred  Pounds  and  one  hundred  Six¬ 
pences.  The  solittio  ad  pensum,  he  saith,  was  the  Payment  of  Money  into  the  Exchequer  by  full 
Weight,  viz  that  a  pound,  or  xx’s  in  Silver  numero  by  Tale,  should  not  be  received  for  a  Pound, 
unless  it  did  exactly  weigh  a  pound  Weight  Troy,  or  twelve  Ounces;  and  if  it  wanted  any, 
that  then  the  Payer  should  make  good  the  Weight  by  adding  other  money,  although  it  amounted 
to  more  or  less  than  VI  d  in  the  Pound  (which  was  the  solu/io  ad  scalam).  And  thus  frequently 
occurs  in  the  Pipe-rolls,  ‘//7  thesanro  C!  ad  pensum  or  full  Weight’.  In  this  case  it  may  be  ob¬ 
served  that  there  is  frequent  mention  made  in  the  most  ancient  Pipe-rolls  of  Payment  ad  pensum  ; 
but  not  (that  I  know)  of  Payment  ad  scalam  viz.  in  the  Sixpence  per  Pound  advance  is  (I  believe) 
just.  It  is  confirmed  by  the  case  of  the  Priory  of  the  Trinity  of  London  which  I  shall  here  set 
down.  In  that  instance  it  appears  that  £25  ad  scalam  was  the  same  with  £25.  12.  6.  numero,  or 
by  tale;  and  was  so  accounted  for  many  years  together,  namely  from  the  reign  of  K.  Henry  1 
to  the  end  of  the  reign  of  K.  Edward  I,  perhaps  longer;  the  12s.  6d.  advance  upon  the  payment 
by  tale  being  6d  for  every  pound  received  ad  scalam.  This  £25  ad  scalam  is  expressly  called  £25 
blank  in  a  writ  of  King  Henry  I.” 

The  provision  for  payments  ad  scalam  and  ad  pensum  involved  the  testing  of  coin  by  weight  at 
the  Exchequer  and  arising  from  these  tests  was  the  process  of  blanching  or  dealbiting.  It  is  true 
that  blanch  payments  are  mentioned  in  Domesday  but  it  is  almost  certain  that  payments  of  this 
nature  were  those  made  in  the  form  of  bullion,  i.e.  uncoined  or  blank  silver,  for  until  the  fourteenth 
century  the  words  “denier”  and  “denarius”  were  used  in  official  documents  to  mean  a  pennyweight 
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as  well  as  the  coin  by  tale;  and  when  silver  was  weighed  in  mass  it  was  reckoned  in  pounds  shillings 
and  pence  and  not  in  pounds  and  ounces. 

On  the  other  hand  when  payments  ad pensum  began  to  supersede  payments  ad  scalam  it  would 
soon  be  recognized  that  the  weight  of  coins  could  be  substantially  increased  by  the  presence  of  dirt 
and  other  matter  adhering  to  the  coins,  either  by  accident  or  deliberate  intent,  and  also  by  the  ad¬ 
mixture  of  a  few  base  meral  coins.  The  contaminated  money  could  be  dealbated  or  whitened  by 
“combustion”  or  melting  down,  possibly  with  a  flux  such  as  soda.  A  dross  would  appear  on  the 
surface  of  the  metal  which  could  be  drained  off  and  the  resultant  white  silver  cast  into  a  bar  or 
ingot.  The  coin  would  of  course  lose  its  identity  as  such  and  would  have  been  converted  into 
blank  silver.  It  is  certain  that  blanching  or  dealbating  coin  was  not  assaying  the  coin  and  that  blank 
silver  was  bullion.  To  save  the  trouble  and  expense  of  blanching  a  payment  of  12d.  per  20s.  over 
and  above  the  payment  by  tale  was  usually  accepted  at  the  Exchequer  and  this  12d.  would  represent 
the  estimated  amount  to  make  good  the  pound  weight  owing  to  the  loss  by  wear  and  tear  of  the 
coins  and  also  to  the  presence  of  foreign  matter.  According  to  the  Pipe  Rolls  as  little  as  a  penny 
in  the  pound  was  charged  on  the  basis  of  actual  combustions  and  in  19  Henry  II  the  recorded 
combustions  at  Michaelmas  varied  from  4d.  for  Northamptonshire  to  19d.  for  Devonshire.  That 
blank  silver  was  bullion  is  apparent  from  the  following  cases  taken  from  Madox:— 


“In  the  29th  year  of  K.  Henry  II,  Hugh  son  of  Gernagan  was  to  pay  £400  for  his  Donum:  he 
paid  £343.  15.  11.  in  the  new  money  for  £375.  3.  9.  of  the  old;  and  the  remainder  to  wit,  £74.  16.  3. 
he  paid  in  blank  silver. 

In  the  17th  year  of  K.  Henry  II  the  Sheriffs  of  London  paid  by  the  King’s  Order  22s.  for  gold 
to  gild  the  Gospel  used  in  the  King’s  Chapel  and  20s.  in  argento  bianco  for  a  silver  Censer  and  Pix 
for  the  King’s  Chapel. 

Anno  23  of  K.  Henry  II  Walter  de  Grimesby  had  forfeited  to  the  King  his  Chatalls  which 
consisted  in  blank  silver.  And  the  same  was  answered  to  the  King  in  blank  silver. 

In  the  33rd  year  (Henry  II)  the  Sheriff  of  Devonshire  paid  in  26d.  in  blank  silver  examined,  made 
out  of  certain  pieces  which  were  found  in  the  earth.” 

It  was  natural  that  the  dealbating  of  coins  should  be  followed  by  assay  and  the  introduction 
of  th  s  process  is  described  in  the  Dialogue  of  the  Exchequer  as  follows: — 

“Meanwhile  there  arose  a  discreet  man,  far-seeing  in  counsel,  clear  in  speech,  who  quickly 
rose  to  the  front,  by  the  grace  of  God,  in  all  the  affairs  of  state  .  .  .  He  was  called  to  the  Court  by 
the  said  King,  and  though  unknown  yet  not  unnoble  he  taught  by  his  example. 

‘How  poor  estate  may  breed  consummate  men.’ 

He  then  grew  in  favour  with  the  monarch  and  with  the  clergy  and  people,  and  was  made  bishop 
of  Salisbury.  He  filled  the  highest  offices  and  honours  in  the  kingdom  and  had  verv  large  knowledge 
of  the  Exchequer,  which  without  doubt,  as  is  manifest  from  the  rolls,  flourished  under  him  ex¬ 
ceedingly.  From  the  drippings  of  his  abundance  1  have  received  by  tradition  what  little  I  know  .  .  . 
He  then  by  the  king’s  command  took  his  seat  at  the  Exchequer,  and  when  he  had  been  for  some 
years  there,  he  found  that  the  method  of  payment  employed  did  not  fully  satisfy  the  revenue, 
because  although  the  system  took  account  of  the  number  and  weight  of  the  coins  it  did  not  regard 
their  fineness.  For  it  did  not  follow  that  if  a  man  paid  for  a  pound  20  shillings  corresponding  to 
a  pound’s  weight,  he  therefore  paid  a  pound  of  silver;  for  he  might  have  paid  in  coins  mixed  with 
copper  or  brass',  unless  they  were  tested.  In  order  therefore  to  provide  for  the  advantage  of  the 
king  and  of  the  state,  the  king  took  counsel  on  the  matter  and  ordered  that  an  assay  or  test  of  the 
farm  should  be  made  .  .  .” 

The  bishop  of  Salisbury  referred  to  in  this  extract  was  Roger,  a  Norman  from  Caen,  who  was 
Chancellor  and  then  Justiciar  under  Henry  I.  His  nephew,  Nigel. or  Neal,  was  employed  in  the 
busin-ss  of  the  kings’  Court  as  early  as  1126  or  1127  and  Nigel’s  son  Richard,  the  author  of  the 
Dialogue,  became  Treasurer  in  1158. 

Thus  by  the  reign  of  Henry  I  tests  for  both  weight  and  fineness  of  the  coins  were  in  operation. 
In  addition,  the  penalty  for  counterfeiting  was  made  more  severe  by  adding  to  the  loss  of  a  hand 
the  further  punishment  of  the  loss  of  sight  and  emasculation.  This  deterrent  however  did  not  prove 
effective  for  the  Saxon  Chronicle  records  that  “This  year  1124  the  penny  was  so  bad  that  the  man

who  had  a  pound  at  the  market  would  hardly,  for  anything,  pass  twelve  of  these  pennies”.  Another 
chronicler  adds  that  “the  money  was  so  debased  with  tin  that  scarcely  one-third  was  silver;  and 
Henry  was  informed  of  it  by  his  soldiers  in  Normandy,  who  found  they  could  not  purchase  so 
much  with  their  pay  as  they  had  done  theretofore  when  the  money  was  made  of  silver.”  The 
position  had  become  so  serious  that  drastic  action  had  to  be  taken  and  under  the  date  1125  the 
Anglo-Saxon  Chronicle  records  “Before  Christmas  this  year  King  Henry  sent  from  Normandy 
to  England,  and  commanded  that  all  the  moneyers  of  England  should  be  deprived  of  their  limbs, 
namely  of  their  right  hands  and  be  otherwise  mutilated.  And  this  because  a  man  might  have  a 
pound,  and  yet  not  be  able  to  spend  one  penny  at  a  market.  And  Roger,  Bishop  of  Salisbury  (as 
Chief  Justiciary)  sent  over  all  England  and  summoned  all  of  them  to  come  to  Winchester  at  Christ¬ 
mas;  and  when  they  came  thither  his  men  took  them,  one  by  one,  and  cut  oft  their  right  hands. 
All  this  was  done  within  the  twelve  days,  and  with  much  justice,  because  they  had  ruined  this  land 
with  the  great  quantity  of  base  money  which  they  had  circulated.” 

This  wholesale  punishment  of  the  moneyers  would  appear  to  support  the  claim  of  the  Dialogus 
that  the  introduction  of  an  assay  test  of  the  coins  was  due  to  Roger,  Bishop  of  Salisbury,  for  the 
situation  in  which  the  large  number  of  moneyers,  scattered  all  over  the  country  and  working 
independently  of  one  another,  were  producing  debased  coin  could  only  have  arisen  as  the  result 
of  the  absence  of  any  official  test  of  the  fineness  of  the  coins.  The  fact  that  the  tests  at  the  Exchequer 
were  limited  to  those  of  weight  only  would  of  course  be  known  to  the  moneyers  who,  as  skilled 
silversmiths,  would  readily  appreciate  that  by  reducing  the  proportion  of  silver  in  their  coins  they 
could  increase  their  profits  to  a  considerable  extent.  The  opportunity  of  making  illicit  gains  without 
risk  of  discovery  would  have  led  to  widespread  dishonesty  amongst  the  moneyers,  expressed  by 
a  steadily  increasing  degree  of  debasement  of  the  coins,  which  were  eventually  reduced  to  such 
a  state  that  their  corrupt  nature  became  obvious  even  to  the  uninitiated.  The  introduction  of  a  test 
for  fineness  or  assay  which  this  situation  demanded  would  have  revealed  the  wholesale  guilt  of 
the  moneyers  and  it  is  certainly  significant  that  Roger,  Bishop  of  Salisbury,  to  whom  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  the  assay  is  attributed,  presided  over  their  trial  and  condemnation. 

Whatever  salutary  results  were  achieved  by  this  drastic  measure  however  were  rendered 
nugatory  by  the  weak  and  turbulent  reign  of  Henry’s  successor  Stephen  when,  according  to  the 
chronicles  the  lords  of  castles  became  tyrants  in  their  own  districts  and  each  castle  had  its  own 
mint  from  whence  issued  so  much  light  and  debased  money  that  in  ten  or  more  shillings  the  value 
of  twelve  pence  could  scarcely  be  found. 

When  therefore  Henry  II  came  to  the  throne  in  1154  he  was  faced  with  the  necessity  of  re¬ 
organising  the  mints  and  the  coinage.  He  redesigned  the  coinage  and  progressively  reduced  the 
number  of  mints  so  that  by  1180  only  eleven  were  in  operation  as  compared  with  52  at  the  time  of 
Stephen’s  death  in  1154.  Prior  to  this  reorganisation  the  numerous  mints  scattered  over  the  country 
were  each  operated  by  a  moneyer  who  not  only  made  the  coin  but  also  exchanged  it  for  old  coin, 
plate  and  bullion.  Apart  from  paying  a  fee  for  his  dies  whenever  the  type  of  the  money  was  changed 
he  was  apparently  quite  independent  of  any  central  control.  In  addition  to  the  fees  for  the  dies  the 
King  also  received  an  extra  payment  from  the  borough  in  which  a  mint  was  situated.  So  long  as 
the  mints  and  moneyers  were  numerous  and  the  design  of  the  coins  was  changed  frequently  the 
King  received  a  regular  revenue  from  the  mints.  The  frequent  changing  of  the  design  of  the  coinage 
however,  was  confusing  to  the  public  and  facilitated  the  work  of  the  counterfeiter.  Henry  II  there¬ 
fore  abolished  this  practice  and  so  far  as  possible  arranged  that  only  one  type  of  coinage  was  in 
circulation  indefinitely.  Accordingly,  with  the  reorganisation  of  the  mints,  a  new  system  had  to 
be  devised  for  ensuring  the  King  a  satisfactory  revenue  from  the  mints  and  the  coinage. 

The  drastic  reduction  in  the  number  of  mints  meant  that  each  mint  now  became  a  more  highly 
organised  establishment.  Instead  of  a  single  moneyer,  solely  responsible  for  the  weight  and 
fineness  of  the  coin  and  for  issuing  it  to  the  public  in  exchange  for  old  coin,  plate  or  bullion,  the 
staff  of  each  mint  consisted  of  a  moneyer  in  charge  of  the  establishment,  an  assayer  responsible 
for  the  weight  and  fineness  both  of  the  blanks,  before  they  were  struck  and  of  the  finished  coin, 
a  keeper  of  the  dies  who  had  “to  sit  and  see  that  the  workmen  strike  the  blanks  sent  to  the  die 
well  and  that  no  blank  be  struck  or  pass  through  the  die  unless  it  be  good,  lawful  and  right"  and 
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a  clerk  to  keep  the  accounts.  All  these  officials  were  selected  as  “discreet  and  loyal  men”  and  were 
required  to  take  oaths  before  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer  to  perform  their  duties  faithfully.  The 
newly  coined  money  was  delivered  to  the  Changer,  an  official  of  the  Exchequer,  who  was  respon¬ 
sible  for  issuing  it  in  exchange  for  old  or  foreign  coin,  plate  or  bullion  and  who  withheld  a  fixed 
amount  per  pound  to  cover  the  King’s  profit  and  the  expenses  of  coinage. 

All  these  reforms  were  initiated  in  1180  and  automatically  imposed  on  the  Exchequer  a  direct 
responsibility  for  the  weight  and  fineness  of  the  coin.  Hitherto  the  Exchequer  had  concerned  itself 
only  with  the  coin  actually  paid  in  by  way  of  revenue,  but  now  not  only  was  it  receiving  new  coin 
direct  from  the  mint  by  way  of  seignorage  but  it  also  accepted  responsibility  for  the  weight  and 
fineness  of  the  coin  issued  from  the  mint  in  exchange  for  old  coin,  bullion  etc. 

It  does  not  appear  however  that  up  to  this  time  a  regular  test  of  the  goodness  of  the  coin, 
similar  to  the  Trial  of  the  Pyx,  had  been  instituted,  for  had  this  been  the  case  it  seems  certain  that 
mention  of  such  a  procedure  would  have  been  made  in  the  Dialogus.  The  description  of  the  assay 
at  the  Exchequer  given  therein  relates  specifically  to  the  money  paid  in  by  the  sheriff  e.g.  “The 
tellers  in  the  Receipt  set  aside  forty-four  shillings  by  tale  for  the  assay  in  a  purse  to  which  the 
sheriff  set  his  seal”  and  “The  melter  received  his  fee  of  2d.  and  two  sheriffs  were  appointed  to 
accompany  the  sheriff  whose  money  was  under  examination  and  act  as  witnesses.” 

Nevertheless,  evidence  exists  that  the  Exchequer  had  previously  begun  to  appreciate  the  need 
for  applying  some  independent  test  to  the  coinage,  for  Madox  states: 

“It  seems  that  there  were  at  some  times  general  combustions  made  at  the  Exchequer  of  the 
Ferms  of  all,  or  most  of  the  Counties  and  Towns  in  England.  For  example,  there  were  Combustions 
in  the  11th  year  of  King  Henry  II  ;  they  are  specified  in  a  Cedule  annexed  to  the  great  Roll  of  that 
Year  ( Combnstiones  de  fir  mis  comitatmim  totius  Angliae  ad  Scaccarium  apud  Westmonasterum)  and  likewise 
in  the  21st  year  of  King  Henry  II;  and  in  the  25th  year  of  that  King  and  in  the  8th  year  of  King 
Richard  I  in  Easter  Term  and  again  in  the  same  year  in  Michaelmas  Term,  and  in  the  7th  year  of 
King  John”.  All  these  occasions  which  occurred  in  the  years  1165,  1175,  1180,  1197  and  1206 
correspond  with  the  issue  of  new  coinages  and  suggest  that  the  Exchequer,  during  the  reign  of 
Henry  II  established  the  practice  of  testing  the  coin  put  into  circulation  immediately  following 
the  introduction  of  a  new  issue. 

In  addition  the  introduction  of  assayers  into  the  mints  under  the  reforms  of  1180  ensured  that 
the  coins  were  subjected  to  an  independent  test  of  weight  and  fineness  before  issue.  It  is  interesting 
to  note  in  this  connection  that  in  the  Pipe  Roll,  10  Richard  I,  1198,  Guy  de  Vou  in  his  account 
of  the  farm  of  the  Exchanger  of  all  England  accounts  for  eighty-six  assays  or  “essays”  which  were 
allowed  to  him  for  £83.  17.  0.  to  render  into  lawful  money.  These  assays,  or  trial  plates,  would 
each  contain  silver  to  the  weight  of  20  shillings  or  one  pound  and  deducting  the  minting  charge 
of  6d.  per  pound  would  yield  the  £83.  17.  0.  mentioned.  Moreover  the  86  assays  correspond 
exactly  in  number  to  the  number  of  moneyers  employed  in  the  several  mints  since  the  introduction 
of  the  new  or  short-cross  coinage  in  1180  (Groups  I,  II  and  III).  This  correspondence  in  numbers 
would  suggest  that  the  reforms  of  1180  included  the  introduction  of  trial  plates  against  which  were 
tested  for  fineness  the  coins  for  which  each  moneyer  was  responsible.  It  is  possible  that  the  ex¬ 
change  seignorage  collected  in  new  coin  at  the  mints  by  the  Exchangers  or  Combitores  was  weighed 
and  assayed  at  the  Exchequer  in  the  same  way  as  the  farms  paid  in  by  the  sheriffs.  But  if  this  was 
the  case  the  practice  not  become  established,  for  from  time  to  time  the  profits  of  the  exchange 
were  leased  to  private  individuals,  as  in  1200  A.D.  when  the  King,  for  a  consideration  of  £1700, 
committed  to  Hugo  Cycell  cambium  totius  Angliae ;  also  in  1218  when  he  leased  the  exchange 
of  London  during  pleasure,  the  lessee  paying  500  marks  a  year  to  sustain  the  castle  at  Dover. 

By  a  writ  dated  7  October  1207  “the  moneyours,  cssayers  and  custodes  cuneorum  of  London  were 
commanded  to  appear  at  Westminster  on  10th  January  1208  to  receive  there  the  king’s  command; 
and  to  bring  thither  all  their  dies  sealed-up  with  their  seals  and  to  summon  all  the  workers  of 
money  of  London  and  other  persons  who  were  skilled  in  the  art  of  making  money;  to  appear  there 
at  the  same  time”. 

Similar  writs  were  issued  to  the  moneyers,  assayers,  and  custodes  cuneorum  of  Winchester,  Exeter, 
Chichester,  Canterbury,  Rochester,  Ipswich,  Norwich,  Lynn,  Lincoln,  York,  Carlisle,  Northamp- 
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ton,  Oxford,  St.  Edmunds  and  Durham.  All  these  sixteen  mints  were  engaged  on  the  new  coinage 
introduced  in  1205,  eight  of  the  sixteen  not  having  been  in  operation  immediately  before  this  date, 
so  it  is  evident  that  the  attendance  of  the  mint  officials  at  Westminster  was  required  for  some 
business  connected  with  the  issue  of  the  new  coinage.  Henry  II,  as  has  been  mentioned  earlier, 
had  introduced  a  system  of  general  “combustions”  or  assays  following  the  issue  of  a  new  coinage 
and  this  system  had  been  followed  by  his  successors.  It  seems  almost  certain  therefore  that  the 
attendance  at  Westminster  of  the  moneyers,  assayers  and  die-keepers  of  all  the  mint  towns  must 
have  been  an  elaboration  of  the  same  system.  An  annual  test  of  the  coins  in  these  times  would 
hardly  be  considered  necessary  for  after  the  short  period  of  pressure  to  produce  the  new  coinage 
many  of  the  mints  would  be  closed  and  the  remaining  mints  would  not  only  continue  in  operation 
on  a  very  reduced  scale  but  from  time  to  time  would  become  completely  inactive.  The  testing  of 
the  coin  issued  from  the  mints  would  therefore  be  limited  to  the  short  period  during  which  the 
new  coinage  or  recoinage  was  being  actively  produced  and  to  the  absence  of  further  tests  may  in 
fact  be  attributed  the  rapid  deterioration  of  the  standard  of  the  coinage  which  usually  followed 
a  general  recoinage  or  the  introduction  of  a  new  coinage.
